Grezesczk ckme to detectiv es 
y esterday and said he v isited the 
Luczowski home Thursday night 
and saw the mutilated body . He

The y outh said Luczowski ad­ 
mitted the murder. He told po­ 
lice Luczowski said he killed his 
wife with a hammer and then 
slashed her throat with a knife.

This little in strumen t is on e 
of the most misun derstood little 
in strumen ts th at on e could im­ 
agin e. No mater what its readin g 
may be, some p erson is boun d 
tc ex claim, “Oh I thought it was 
warmer (or colder) than th at.” 
The first p rin cip al of the in ­ 
strum en t is the fact that it does­ 
n ’t dep en d up on what y ou or I 
thin k. It has its own little task 
to do an d it does it. W hether its 
cold or whether its hot, the ther­ 
mometer registers temp erature, 
whether or n ot, accordin g to the 
Homer quartet. 
You may feel p erson ally that 
it is 100 degrees in the shade 
durin g the summer an d 
the 
thermometer may show a n ice 
cool 90. This is due to the hu­ 
midity . Man y of y ou hav e doubt­ 
less heard that ex p ression : “It 
isn ’t the heat, its the humidity .” 
The thermometer registers heat 
on ly . 
We on ce kn ew a-woman who 
boarded a crowded street 
car 
on a summer day an d had 
to 
han g to a strap . She wip ed her 
ferv ered brow an d ex p laimed; 
“They say it isn ’t the heat, its 
the ‘hum an ity .’” An d in her case 
it was right. In other cases its 
the humidity . 
Humidity mean s the 
amoun t 
of moisture in the air. A dry hot 
air takes moisture from 
the 
p ores of the skin while a moist 
hot air of the same tem p erature 
is far more op p ressiv e as it 
is 
already saturated an d 
can n ot 
take moisture from the skin thus 
leav in g it more un bearable than 
ever. 
Man y can n ot un derstan d why 
a meteorologist alway s takes his 
thermometer in to the shade to 
read it. In the summer 
p eop le 
wan t to kn ow how hot it is in 
the sun but the tem p erature is 
the same in sun shin e or 
in 
shade, for the thermometer reg­ 
isters the tem p erature of the air. 
If it is taken in the sun , the 
ray s warm the glass more than 
the air an d the readin g is high­ 
er. The same readin g is high- 
had if the in strum en t was v en ti­ 
lated by bein g whirled rap idly 
so that the sun would n ot warm 
it.

POLICY OF ADVANCING 
SUCH CASES AT ONCE 


Especially Those Inv olv ing Cap­ 
ital Punishment are Disposed 
of in Fast Time

Washington, March 24—(U.R)— 
Condemned criminals get short 
shrift from the United States 
Supreme Court these day s. 
The court has adopted a pol­ 
icy of adv ancing all 
criminal 
cases, particularly capital cases, 
for early argument, entirely eli­ 
minating the two to three y ears 
of delay in ex ecution that mur­ 
derers many y ears ago obtained 
by the mere process of appeal­ 
ing to the Court. 
Great reluctance alway s 
has 
been manifested by the 
court, 
howev er^ in- ov erturning 
the 
death decrees of the state courts 
appealed from. The tale is told 
of a v eteran judge adv ising 
a 
junior member of a state bench, 
in habeas corpus cases to “ Giv e 
the public the benefit of the 
doubt, and keep the man 
in 
jail.” That is, in a sense, how the 
attitude of the nine Supreme 
Court justices 
often 
results. 
Their reluctance to 
interfere 
with the justice of the states*is 
marked. 
Most of tne great murder cas­ 
es of the nation hav e 
been 
brought before the court 
in 
some phase. When a final judg­ 
ment of death was imposed, the 
court almost inv ariably has re­ 
fused to interfere. Notable 
a- 
mong these in recent y ears were 
the appeals of Gerald Chapman, 
the famous mail-robber ex ecuted 
by the state of Connecticut and 
the Sacco-Vanzettie case 
from 
Massachusetts. 
* One ex ecution may prov e the

re­ 
solves itself into a political con­ 
vention. 
But somehow the big 
Congress pay s very little attention 
to it. 
At these sessions, which are 
conducted under the rules of the 
House of Representatives with a 
speaker, 
sergeant-at-arms . and 
every thing, one is apt to get the 
real low-down on legislative ques­ 
tions, for secretaries often hear 
and read things in their offices 
which aren't mentioned on tho 
floor. 
Unfortunately , 
their intimate 
knowledge 
occasionally 
leads

FIFTEEN YEARS 
AGO TODAY

M arch 25, 1913 
Rushville was practically isola­ 
ted from the outside world today 
ex cept w hat com m unication was 
possible by telephone and tele­ 
g raph, by the enormous flood 
which cut off communication. 
Rubber boots were at a p re­ 
mium today in Rushville. In fact 
they were very scarce and at the 
least the shoe companies did bu­ 
siness today . 
The flood reached its hig hest 
point at Morg an street and al­ 
most 
surrounded 
the 
court 
house, only leaving a small space 
on Second and Main to cross 
ever and it entered houses on 
Second street. The tolling of the 
fire bell this m orning shortly be-, 
forò 4 o’clock aroused citizens of 


the city and told store 
keepers 
th a t their stock was being ruin­ 
ed by the water. 
The call of “play ball" will not 
be heard in Rushville for several 
weeks. The baseball season was 
set back several weeks by 
the 
flood. The play ing field 
is ten 
feet under w ater and the g rand 
stand floated away . 
The interest of the people of 
the entire part 
of 
southern 
Rush county centered today on 
the plig ht of Mr. and Mrs. Ira 
H unting ton, ag e about seventy - 
five y ears eacfy , who have been 
marooned all day in their home 
in the Flatrock 
river bottoms 
two miles north of Moscow. Re­ 
peated efforts were m ade by 
people of the com m unity to res­ 
cue the g ray -haired couple, and 
when they all failed and the on­ 
ly row boat in th a t p art of th e 
county 
capsized and 
floated 
away , appeals for help were sent 
here. 
Pete PooL, 
Dr. J.N.Houg land 
and Joe Mills of Milroy were res­ 
cued this afternoon late by a res­ 
cuing party sent to their aid. 
They had been hang ing to a tree 
top. These three m en went to the 
rescue of Luther H arcourt 
and 
M ariona Coulter who had g one 
to rescue Mr. and Mrs. H unting ­ 
ton. It is said th a t Mrs. H unting ­ 
ton is dead.

The 
country was new and strang e to 
our men and the lang uag e un­ 
known, which m ig ht lead to m is­ 
understanding s which were h ap ­ 
pily averted. 
New Years was the big day as 
on th a t occasion the reg im ent 
m arched to H avana and w itnes­ 
sed the Spanish flag lowered and 
our own float from every fort 
and public building . Boabdie at 
the fall of G renada, could have 
felt no worse th a n Gen. Castel­ 
lanos, who having formally de­ 
livered to Gen. Brooke the com­ 
m and of the city , turned 
w ith 
tears in his ey es to his offi'cem 
and said: 
“Gentlem en, I have 
been in more battles th an I have 
hairs in my head, and my selfi 
possession has never failed m e 
until today . Adieu, 
g entlemen, 
adieu.”

hot supper. Few incidents 
oc- # 
curred while in Cuba to vary the 
dull, weary , monotony of camp 
life, which varies little 
at any 
tim e or place, but before leaving 
they erected a monum ent alike 
imposing in structure and wor­ 
thy motive. 
It is the first m onum ent ever 
erected on foreig n soil 
to the 
memory of an American soldier 
and the honor of its erection be­ 
long s to Lt. Col. Backus, who was 
possibly the most enterprising 
m an in the reg im ent. This mon­ 
um ent was beg un on January 21 
and completed Feb. 5, 18 99 and 
rests on 
a base 
six teen 
fee3 
sq uare and three feet hig h, up­ 
on which the shaft six teen feet 
hig h, four feet 
sq uare 
at the 
base and th irty inches sq uare at 
the top is 
surm ounted 
by 
a 
twelve inch steel shell. On each 
face of the 
second 
base 
are 
larg e slabs of limestone on which 
are carved “One Hundred 
and 
Six ty First, Indiana, Volunteer, 
Infantry .” On the lower base is 
a slab* bearing the names D ur­ 
bin, Backus and West as build­ 
ers and, by the way ., all were- 
soldiers of the Civil War. The 
date “18 8 9 ” is carved on another 
slab while the corner stone con­ 
tains a tin box , which holds re­ 
lics among which will be found, 
a copy each of the Rushville Re­ 
publican and Jacksonian, but no 
toads. 
The development of small pox 
broug ht a g eneral order for vac­ 
cination and this, as at Jackson­ 
ville, left m any sore arms. You 
had no choice—it was arm 
or 
leg . Unlike the old colored w ash­ 
erwoman, who objected to vac­ 
cination on the arm as it would 
interfere w ith her work and 
a 
sore leg would prevent delivery 
of her washing , she sug g ested to 
the im portunate health 
officer 
“Doctah. I don’t hab much time 
to sit down." You m arched 
up 
and took the “pizen” and then 
went back and sat down. Not a| 
m an in the reg im ent died from 
small pox , althoug h often 
ex ­ 
posed. Men from other reg iments 
died. 
A nother tropical storm struck 
cam p about the middle of Feb­ 
ruary and play ed havoc with 
tents of all kinds but caused no 
loss of life. A fine bath house? 
was under construction but was 
not finished in tim e for service 
by our boy s. Col. Backus and St|. 
Johnson beg an the construction 
of a band stand from bamboo 
and actually finished it. Late in 
February “Mess Shacks” were 
built. 
Ex ploring , visiting 
and sig ht 
seeing took up the tim e 
of all 
who could leave cam p and a few 
officers w ent as far as Santiag o. 
It was in February th a t the Cu­ 
ban g eneral, Garcia, died, and 
pursuant to orders from 
Presi­ 
dent McKinley , Gen. Brooke or­ 
dered a m ilitary funeral in which 
our boy s participated. Gen. Lee 
issued orders Feb. 14 for 
the 
suspension of all m ilitary duty 
on the 15th ex cept g uard duty , 
in memory of .the first anniver­ 
sary of the 
destruction of the 
battleship, Maine. 
M arines from the 
Brookly n, 
Resolute and Lebanon with a de­ 
tail of sailors and a troop of the 
Seventh Cavalry headed by a 
band and followed by a long pro­ 
cession visited the Havana Cem­ 
etery . The First Maine battery , a 
troop of cavalry and a battery 
of lig ht artillery g reeted 
Gen. 
Lee at the cem etery where a na ­ 
tional salute of 21 g uns was fir­ 
ed, when flowers were placed on 
the g raves of our country ’s dead. 
A plot is set apart for th at pur-i 
pose and upon which stands an 
imposing m onum ent to their me­ 
mory . This anniversary has ever 
since been observed and flowers 
deck the g raves of the Maine 
victims on its return.

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Bu ilder of Lindbergh’s Monoplanes Describes Ex clu siv e Featu res 
of Fou r-Passenger Air Cru iser Resembling Spirit of St. Lou is

San Diego, Calif., M arch 24— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
soon will fly a new monoplane 
du plicating in essential respects 
the Spirit of St. Lou is. 
In this plane he will be able to 
carry fou r passengers with a far 
greater degree of v isibility than 
his famou s transatlantic plane 
permits. 
Colonel Lindbergh will be the 
first to test-fly his new plane, 
now nearing completion here. He 
was the first and only m an to 
pilot the Spirit of St. Lou is. Cf:^ 
shou ld not think him foolhardy 
in this. 
He is a scientist and 
wishes to learrt first-hand w hat 
to ex pect from a fly ing machine. 
Made For Night Trips 
In fly ing his new plane 
the 
colonel also will test sev eral new 
featu res embodied in it. Prim ar­ 
ily the plane is bu ilt for night 
fly ing. T hat is, it is so equ ipped1 
that Colonel Lindbergh can u se 
it for long night trips. 
Three ty pes of lights hav e been 
prov ided for this pu rpose. First, 
ordinary 
ru nning lights hav e 
been installed. These warn any 
other planes in the air 
of the 
presence of this particu lar ship. 
Second, landing lights are hid­ 
den in the leading edge 
of the 
wing near the tips. Controls from 
the pilot’s cabin perm it these to 
be opened 
when 
landing 
at 
night. 
When lighted they throw 
a 
strong light on the field ahead 
and perm it the plane to adv ance 
mu ch in the m anner of an au to­ 
mobile trav eling a well-lighted 
highway at night. 
Flares Add Safety 
Third, magnesiu m flares hav e 
been installed. These are located 
in the floor of the fu silage abou t 
midway between the nose 
and 
tail. Colonel Lindbergh controls j 
the release of these

place forward. 
The v alu e of these flares may 
j 
be v isu alized readily . Su ppose the 
colonel were fly ing at night and

Last Year There Were 263 Wells 
Drilled of Whieh 166 Produced 
Something 


SOME WERE FOR OIL 
AND OTHERS HAD GAS 


Indianapolis, Ind. March 23— 
During 1927 there were 263 wells 
drilled in Indiana and 26 wells 
started but not completed that 
year. Of the completed wells, 166 
produced either oil or gas, and 
97 were drv, according to a com­ 
pilation of the geologv division 
of the state conservation 
de­ 
partment. Of the producing wells 
122 were oil, 41 p;as, and 
three 
produced both oil and gas. 
The conservation department 
survey shows wells completed in 
33 counties with the greatest ac­ 
tivity concentrated in the eight 
counties of Pike with 43 wells: 
Gibson 40; Daviess 38; 
Aiams 
22; Harrison ? 1 : Jay 21; Vigo 15 
and Sullivan 14. 
The average initial production 
of oil wells was onlv a few bar­ 
rels daily, but several wells made 
initial production of more than 
100 barrels, while one well 
in 
Gibson county is reported 
to 
have enioved an initial produc­ 
tion of 230 barrels. One well 
in 
Daviess eounfv was in the 
200 
barrel class. The total produc­ 
tion of oil for the year in 
In­ 
diana was 852.000 barrels.

Fifteen years ago today Rush- 


ville and Rush county was on 
the eve of the great flood, and on 
March 25, 1913 in the early 
morning 
hours 
the 
waters 


reached their dangerous stage, 
sweeping down the streets of 
Rushville, filling basements and 
doing considerable damage. Sun- 
day will be the 15th anniversary 
of that great flood. 


Although Rushville has had 


floods and high water since that 
time, yet it has never reached 
the stage where it was fifteen 
years ago, and the flood not on- 
iy played havoc in this county 
but extended throughout this 
section of the country, taking a 
heavy toll at Peru, Ind., Dayton, 
O., Brookville and other places. 


Shortly rafter midnight on 


March 25, 1913, which was on 
Tuesday morning, business men 
were called toy telephone by 
night policemen notifying them 
that the business district was 
threatened by the high waters, 
and for several hours they were 
actively engaged in placing their 
stock to higher shelves, although 
many stocks were ruined by wa- 
ter in the basements. 


The estimated damage 
in 


Rushville alone was placed at a 
quarter of a million dollars, and 
the city was completely maroon- 
ed, all railroad connections being 
swept away, with the exception 
of the Lake Erie which managed 
to run a train in from Newcastle 
late in the afternoon. 


Rushville was practically with- 


out mail from the outside world 
tor five days following the flood, 
and many railroads did not re- 
sume their regular schedule for, 
more than a week after the 
flood. 


On the first day James Hub- 


bard, 
colored, was 
drowned 
south of the hitch rack, having 
been caught in the swift current, 
and his body was recovered 
within a few hours. 


Although the real flooded dis- 


trict of Rushville was south of 
the B. & O. railroad, and east of 
Main street, yet the water flood- 
ed South Pearl street, and the 
northwest section of the city af- 
fected by the overflow of Hodges 
Branch. 


The railroad tracks in this vi- 


cinity were washed away and 
the Lake Erie railroad, coming 
into Rushville from the north, 
from Newcastle, was the only line 
which was not affected by the 
high waters. A B. & O. passes- 
ger train from Indianapolis was 
sent around by the way of New-j 
castle and down on the Lake 
Erie, but it could not go further1 
than this city because the bridge 
and tracks just east of Rushville 
were washed away, and the Big 
Four tracks south were also un- 
der water and unsafe for trains. 


The train was turned around 


later and sent back to Indiana- 
polis and for several days this 
lone train operated between In- 
dianapolis and Rushville, by the 
way of Newcastle. 


While the circumstances in 


Rushville were bad enough, yet 
it was several days later until 
word from the outside reached

crimina 


cases, particularly capital cases, 
for early argument, entirely eli- 
minating the two to three yean 
of delay in execution that mur- 
derers many years ago obtained 
by the mere process of appeal- 
ing to the Court. 


Great reluctance always has 


been manifested by the court, 
however* in overturning 
the 


death decrees of the state courts 
appealed from. The tale is told 
of a veteran Judge advising a 
junior member of a state bench 
in habeas corpus cases to "Give 
the public the benefit of the 
doubt, and keep the man in 
JaiL" That is, in a sense, how the 
attitude of the nine Supreme 
Court justices often 
remits. 


Their reluctance 
to 
interfere 


with the justice of the states'is 
marked. 


Most of the great murder eas- 


es of the nation have 
been 


brought before the court 
in 


some phase. When a final Judg- 
ment of death was imposed, the 
court almost invariably has re- 
fused to interfere. Notable

the appeals of Gerald Chapman, 
the famous mail-robber executed 
by the state of Connecticut and 
the Sacco-VansetUe case from 
Massachusetts.

nere that th« flood was almost 
nation wide, or at least for .sev- 
eral states around here, and 
flood news occupied the atten- 
tion for two weeks afterwards, 
although the waters b?^an to 
recede as soon as the ruin cea.s- 
ed at daybreak on the twenty- 
fifth. 
People living in the flooded 


dsitrict of Rushville were res- 
cued by boats from their homes, 
and in Orange township, many 
farmers were in danger of being 
washed away as the high waters 
reached the vicinity of Moscow. 
Many persons were barely saved, 
and in many sections of that 
township, persons climbed trees 
in order to save themselves from 
drowning. 


The Daily Republican plant, 


which was then located in the 
Mauzy building, Second and Per- 
kins streets, was damaged ex- 
tensively, when the basement of 
the building was under ten feet 
of water and all of the presses* 
and a portion of the newspaper 
print paper stock was under the 
water. 


Through courtesy of the Daily 


Jacksonian. the two publications 
combined forces and with their 
linotypes, and paper supply on 
hand the people were given 3 
newspaper 
during the entire 


period, and the Jacksonian-Re- 
publican, as it was called pub- 
lished jointly for a week, until 
he Republican, could resume 
publication in (heir own build- 
•ng, and traction service was res- 
tored so that the Jacksonian 
could secure'paper supply from 
Indianapolis. 


The one city in this section of 


the state which was severely af- 
fected by the flood was Brook-« 
ville, where 49 lives were lost, 
and property damage to the ex- 
tent of thousands of dollars was 
done. It will be recalled that al-', 
most a week passed before the 
roads were passable to Brook - 
ville, and before relief could bo 
given them, an'd a relief 
fund 


was started in Rushville, which 
reached more than $2,000 for 
the sufferers, besides large dona- 
tions of food and clothing, and 
the entire state gave assistance 
to the flood sufferers. 


Many Rushville people at the 


time of the flood were visiting 
away from 
home and 
were 


stranded in other cities, while 
almost everyone had relatives in 
some section of the 
country

That was the famous Wan 
murder case from the District at 
Columbia, in which the court 
reversed a gallows sentence for 
a young Chinese convicted of the 
murder of one of three members 
of a Chinese mission who were 
found slain in 
the mission's 


lodgings here. 
Justice Brandels in this case 


wrote a historic opinion, 
de- 


nouncing the third-degree meth- 
ods of starvation and other tor- 
tures to which the police had 
subjected the young defendant. 
The killer never has been found. 
Wan was tried again, but the 
Jury disagreed and h» was re- 
leased after seven years In pris- 
on.Chapman unsuccessfully con- 
tended that the state could not 
punish him for alleged murder 
of a Connecticut man in holdup 
until he finished a 20-year sen* 
tence in Atlanta, which he was 
serving when the state began 
its prosecution. 
In the Sacco-Vanzettl 
case, 


three members of the highest 
court during the court's summer 
recess, held that this body had 
no jurisdiction to interfere. The 
higher Massachusetts judicial 
courts, they decided, provided all 
legal recource of hte shoe-maker 
and the fish peddler who charg- 
ed the trial judge, Webster Tha- 
yer, with unfairness. They were 
executed for the murder of a 
paymaster in a hoWup. 
One of the most picturesque 


cases was that of Vuco Perovich, 
whose argument was in 
some 


ways the reverse of Gerald Chap- 
man's. Perovich, ignorant Mon- 
tenegrin, was convicted of mur- 
der in Alaska and sentenced to 
hang. On petition of the United 
States attorney, the jurors, and 
others who believed socme doubt 
as to his guilt had arisen, Presi- 
dent Taft commuted his 
sen- 


tence to life imprisonment. Per- 
ovich served nearly 20 years, and 
obtained an education. Then he 
challenged the right of the pres- 
ident to commute the sentence. 
He argued that -life was worse 
than death" and that Taft's act 
violated the Constitutional pro- 
hibition against increasing pun- 
ishment. He also argued that the 
commutation was imposed with- 
out his consent. A Kansas fed- 
eral judge freed him from Lea- 
venworth. and he established a 
barber shop in New York city. 
The government, however, ap- 
pealed the case and the supreme 
court reversed the Kansas judge, 
holding that a prisoner has no 
discretion in such a situation. It 
was also ruled that life imnris- 
oiiment was not worse 
than 


death. President Coolidge pro- 
vided a haopy ending with a 
pardon to the barber.

be interested only in making money, is today 
being constantly called from his commercial 
ranks to engage in pedagogic endeavors. 


This does not mean that learning is being 


'commercialized or that art is being ruined, but 
that in this bustling twentieth century those 
people who are worth the most arc becoming 
more and more generally valuable outside their 
set grooves. 
In almost every phase of civilized 


life there is a tendency of give and take with

cultural and commercial advancement. 


In other words theory and practice are no 


longer distinct but are

-Hoosier" confidence and simpli- 
city our boys and officers pro- 
ceeded to load up with military 
antiques. 
The collection 
was 


wonaerful and -all you have to 
do was to make your wants 
known and these -simple na- 
tives" would furnish anything 
form the blunderbuss used by 
Charlemaigne to the dagger us- 
ed by Charlotte Corday. Water 
was scarce and on Dec. 23, the 
whole regiment marched three 
miles to the coast and took a 
bath—the first since leaving Sa- 
vannah. Soon however, a plenti- 
ful supply was piped to the camp 
for if there was anything that 
Pol. Durbin would not have, it 
was a slovenly camp and dirty 
men. This predominating char- 
acteristic of his, added to strict 
discipline, brought many a com-

On Christmas day, leave was 


given one officer and five men 
irom each company to be ab-

country was new and strange to 
our men and the language un- 
known, which might lead to mis- 
understandings which were hap- 
pily averted. 


New Years was the big day as 


on that occasion the regiment 
marched to Havana and witnes- 
sed the Spanish flag lowered and 
our own float from every fort 
and public building. Boabdie at 
the fall of Grenada, could have 
felt no worse than- Gen. Castel- 
lanos, who having formally de- 
livered to Gen. Brooke the com- 
mand of the city, turned with 
tears in his eyes to his ofBcem 
and said: -Gentlemen, I have 
been in more battles than I have 
hairs in my head, and my selfj 
possession has never failed me 
until today. Adieu, gentlemen, 
adieu." 


The formal surender was fol- 


lowed by a parade and review of

hot supper. Few incidents oe- . 
curred while in Cuba to vary the 
dull, weary, monotony of camp

they erected a monument alike 
imposing in structure and wor- 
thy motive. 
It is the first monument ever 


erected on foreign soil to the 
memory of an American soldier 
and the honor of its erection be- 
longs to Lt. Col. Backus, who was 
possibly the most enterprising 
, 


man in the regiment. This mon- 
ument was begun on January 21 
and completed Feb. 5, 1899 and 
rests on a base sixteen fee) 
square and three feet high, up- 
on which the shaft sixteen feet 
high, four feet square at the 
base and thirty inches square at 
the top is surmounted by a 
twelve inch steel shell. On each 
face of the 
second 
base are 


large slabs of limestone on which 
are carved -One Hundred and 
Sixty First, Indiana, Volunteer, 
Infantry." On the lower base is 
a slab* bearing the names Dur- 
bin, Backus and West as build- 
ers and, by the way, all were 
soldiers of the Civil War. The 
date "1889" is carved on another 
slab while the corner stone con- 
tains a tin box, which holds re- 
lics among which will be found; 
a copy each of the Rushville Re- 
publican and Jacksonian, but no 
toads. 


The development of small pox 


brought a general order for vac- 
cination and this, as at Jackson- 
ville, left many sore arms. You 
had no choice—it was arm or 
leg.

Johnson began the construction 
of a band stand from bamboo 
and actually finished it. Late in 
February "Mess Shacks" were 
built. 


Exploring, visiting and sight 


seeing took up the time of all 
who could leave camp and a few 
officers went as far as Santiago. 
It was in February that the Cu- 
ban general, Garcia, died, and 
pursuant to orders from Presi- 
dent McKinley, Gen. Brooke or- 
dered a military funeral in which 
our boys participated. Gen. Lee 
issued orders Feb. 14 for 
the 


suspension of all military duty 
on the 15th except guard duty, 
in memory of .the first anniver- 
sary of the 
destruction of the 


battleship, Maine. 


Marines from the Brooklyn, 


Resolute and Lebanon with a de- 
tail of sailors and a troop of the 
Seventh Cavalry headed by a 
band and followed by a long pro- 
cession visited the Havana Cem- 
etery. The First Maine battery, a 
troop of cavalry and a battery 
of light artillery greeted Gen. 
Lee at the cemetery where a na- 
tional salute of 21 guns was fir- 
ed, when flowers were placed on 
the graves of our country's dead. 
A plot is set apart for that pur-i 
pose and upon which stands an 
imposing monument to their me- 
mory. This anniversary has ever 
since been observed and flowers 
ieck the graves of the Maine 
victims on its return.

Builder of Lindbergh's Monoplanes Describes Exclusive Features 


of Four-Passenger Air Cruiser Resembling Spirit of St. Louis 


By B. F. MAHONEY

and NEA Service. 


San Diego, Calif., March 24— 


Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
soon will fly a new monoplane 
duplicating in essential respects 
the Spirit of St. Louis. 


In this plane he will be able to 


carry four passengers with a far 
greater degree of visibility than 
his famous transatlantic plane 
permits. 


Colonel Lindbergh will be the 


first to test-fly his new plane, 
now nearing completion here. He 
was the first and only man to 
pilot the Spirit of St. Louis. Cf '^ 
should not think him foolhardy 
in this. He is a scientist and 
wishes to learn" first-hand what 
to expect from a flying machine. 


Made For Night Trips 


In flying his new plane 
the 


colonel also will test several new 
features embodied in it. Primar- 
ily the plane is built for night 
flying. That is, it is so equipped' 
that Colonel Lindbergh can use 
ii for long night trips. 


Three types of lights have been 


provided for this purpose. First, 
ordinary running lights have 
been installed. These warn any 
other planes in the air of the 
presence of this particular ship. 


Second, landing lights are hid- 


den in the leading edge of the 
wing near the tips. Controls from 
the pilot's cabin permit these to 
be opened 
when 
landing 
at 


night. 


When lighted they throw 
a 


strong light on the field ahead 
and permit the plane to advance 
much in the manner of an auto- 
mobile traveling a wcll-lightc-d 
highway at night. 


Flares Add Safety 


Third, magnesium flares have ; 


been installed. These are located ! 
in the floor of the fusilage about 
midway between the nose and 
tail. Colonel Lindbergh controls i 
the release of these from 
his

A larger aileron has also been 
installed. 


Following the practice of auto- 


mobileb uilders, the plane has 
been upholstered in silk mohair 
with/deep-cushioned chairs to 
lend distinction as well as com- 
fort. A thick lining of balsam 
wool between the outer 
fabric 


and the upholstering deadens 
•engine and propeller noises. 


Strongest Cmutrvetim 


The two doors of the plane are 


full width and full height, one 
being equipped with an exterior 
coach-type lock while the other 
locks from the Inside. The seats 
are provided with safety belts. 


From a construction point of 


view the fusilage gives the colo- 
nel ail the strength he could de- 
sire. It is made of steel tubintj 
welded at all joints. 


Two gasoline tanks of 57i gal- 


lions each have been placed in 
the wing on either side of the 
fusilage. These tanks have been 
prepared on the exterior against 
rust and corrosion. They also are 
braced internally. The plane also 
carries 10 gallons of lubricating 
oil.

One thought should be made 


clear: Colonel Lindbergh did not 
desire a racing plane. He wanted 
a closed, cabin type plane with a 
longer cruising radius than is 
ordinarily available. He added 
gasoline tankage for this pur- 
pose, and that of course increas- 
ed the weight of the plane. 


Because of the added weight, 


more wing area was demanded. 
Hence the construction embod- 
ied in his new monoplane.
